Of  Mr.  GAR  NETT,  member  of  con- 
gress from  Virginia,  to  bis  con- 
stituents. 

FZLLOIV  CITIZEHS, 

the  felfion  of  congfefs  has  near- 
ly terminated,  I believe  it  to  be  my  du- 
ty, as  it  certainly  is  my  inclinat^n,  to 
give  tome  account  of  our  proceA^|s. 
This  account  Ihall  be  as  full  as  th^Bi- 
its  of  a letter  will  admit.  And  it  W- 
comes  the  more  neceffary  on  this  occa- 
futi  ; becaufe  upon  fcvcral  very  im- 
portant quellions  I have  been  one  of 
a very  fmall  minority,  whofe  motives 
have  been  grofsly  mirreprefented  in  fc- 
veral ncwfpapers  of  cxtenllve  circula- 
tion. \Vhilft  in  others,  excufes  unafk- 
cd,  and  fuch  as  1 chink  myfelf  bound 
to  difavow  have  been  given  for  our 
votes.  Upon  one  of  thefe  occafions, 
when  a bill  was  pafTed,  reftriAing  our 
intercourl'e  with  G.  Britain,  I was  in  a 
minority  of  eight  republicans.  A pro- 
pofition  to  prohibit  the  importation  of 
every  fpecies  of  Britifh  manufa 
I offered  before  the  meafure  abovVrii|n- 
tioned,  was  debated  for  a week  ^t 


BE  it  cnaelcd  by  the  Senate  and  Jjys — then  poftponed,  and  finally,  afte 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  U-  'the  palTage  of  the  reftriAing  bill,  with- 
yiited  States  of  America  in  Congress  Anvin.  Againfl  both  thefe  meafures, 
assembled,  I’hat  if  any  perfon  fliall  T voted  in  ail  their  ftages.  The  caufes,

That  if  any  perfon  fliall  import  or 
bring  from  any  foreign  place  into 
the  United  Slates,  any  falfe,  forged, 
or  counterfeit  gold  or  filvcr  coins, 
which  are  by  law  made  current,  or 
in  aAual  ufe  and  circulation,  as  mo- 
ney will. in  the  United  States,  with 
the  intent  to  uitvr,  or  make  pay- 
ment with  the  fame,  knowing  the 
fame  to  he  fall’tly  made,  forged,  or 
ccunterfcited  ; or  who  Ihall  utter  as 
true,  any  fuch  falfe,  forged,  or  coun- 


terfeited coins  of  gold  or  filver  as 
aforefaitl,  for  the  payment  of  nionev, 
with  intention  to  defraud  any  per- 
I'ou  or  jierfons,  knowing  the  fame  to 


veffcl  of  ours  which  he 
or  if  it  faded  to  produce 
a war  with  England,  would  have  the 
certain  tffeA  of  enhancing'  ciiormoufly 
in  our  markets  the  price  of  all  her 
manufaftures,  without  excluding  them, 
at  the  ftme  time  that  it  would  diminifh, 
as  the  mere  cxpeAation  of  its  adbption 
had  already  done  the  value  ot  thole 
commodities  with  which  alone  we  could 
purchafe  them.  The  known  fuperiority 
both  in  quality  and  cheapnefs  of  Bri- 
tifh maiuifaAures,  and  the  habit  which 
we  had  long  been  in  of  preferring  and 
ufing  them,  would  force  them  into  our 
arkets  under  fonie  other  name,  and  by 


fome  more  circuitous  route — but  no  lei's 
certain.  And  it  would  be  nothing  more 
than  a light  tax  upon  the  ingenuity  of 
I'miigglers  to  evade  tins  law  in  fuch  a 
way  as  to  bring  very  near  as  many  ar- 
ticles of  Britilh  nianufaAure  into  our 
country  as  ever,  with'.^it  the  poflibility 
of  detcAion.  The  irrcfiftible  conclu- 
fion  in  oiir  minds,  from  this  reafoning 
was — that  G.  Britain  would  be  little 
injured  by  any  fuch  meafure  ; at  the 
fame  time  that  the  injury  done  to  us, 
and  particularly  to  the  agricultural  part 
of  the  community,  which  conftituted 
a majority  of  the  whole  of  the  people 
:f  the  United  States,  would  be  incal- 
culable. But  it  was  faid,  fuppole  fiich 


a meafure  did  produce  a war  ; would 
von  not  rather  go  to  war,  than  facriflce 
your  rights  oy  fuffermg  your  tonimeice| 
to  be  I'dlraiiied  and  your  fuameii  ini-:  our  condiiA  towards  Spain,  it  \va 


preffed.  To  this  it  was  anfwercd  that 
not  going  to  war,  particulaily  wlnlllj 
we  had  a negociatioii  dcpen-iing  be- 
tween our  miniller  and  the  court  ot  Lon- 
don on  titefe  very  fubjeAs  could  not  be 
though;  to  imply  a relln.piilh.uent  of 
our  rights.  The  right  of  going  to  war, 
which  nobody  difputcd,  was  one  thing. 
The  phyfical  power  and  tiic  expediency 
of  d.riug  it,  was  another  thing.  That 
G.  Britain  had  eight  hundred  iliips  ofj 
war,  America  a few  frigates  and  gun-; 
boats.  That  Mr.  Hitt,  as  we  have  e- j 
very  reafon  to  believe,  would  rejoice: 
at  fuch  a pretext,  either  for  coiuiiiuingj 
the  fci'zuie  of  our  velfels,  or  for  an  at-j 
tual  declaration  of  war.  That  tlve  con- ; 
fequence  to  America  would  betheim-1 
mediate  lots  of  her  comniS^ce*,  upon  I 
which  depended  Iver  rev^iiV  aji  entire! 
Iloppage  in  the  payment  of  the  jvihlickj 
debt.  The  creation  of  heavy  \axcs,  | 
at  the  moment  too,  when  our  capacityj 
topiy  them  was  much  diininilhed,  if 
not  entirely  deftroyed  by  the  deprelfion  1 
ill  the  price  of  produce  ; the  augmeii--| 
tation  of  our  navy,  a thing  fo-  niuc!i ' 
deprecated  at  all  times  by  the  republi- 
cans ; and  the  eftablilhmcnt  perhaps 
>f  a ftaiiding  army.  Thele  things 
would  necelTarily  be  aepompanied  by  a 
feiilible  change  for  the  worfe  in  the  ad- 
minillration  whofe  patronage  and  pow- 
er would  unavoidably  be  cnormouf- 
ly . increafed,  by  all  thofe  changes 
and  'arrangements  incidental  to  war. — 
And  for  what  Ihould  we  hazard  fuch  a| 
facriflce?  For  the  proteAiaii  of  that 
commerce,  which,  as  foon  as  it  is  ex- 
tended beyond  fupplying  us  with  fuch 
articles  of  foreign  manufaAures  as  our 
own  neceffities  and  comforts  require  in 
exchange  for  our  furplus  produce,  muft 
inevitably  become,  deleterious  and  de- 
deftruAive  to  the  manners,  the  morals, 
and  the  government  of  the  nation  — 
But  the  commerce  elfeiuial  to  the  heft 
intereft  and  profperity  of  our  country 
was  not  in  reality  that  for  which  this 
proteAion  wasdeliretf.  It  was  the  car- 
rying and  the  conveying  tride  alone 
which  had  been  affailed  by  Great  Bri- 
tain. A trade,  beneficial  chiefly  to  a 
few  individuals,  many  of  whom  are 
foreigners,  ftationed  amongft  us  only  a 
fliort  time,  or  at  any  rate  a mfWfi^iA^n- 
ly  of  that  clafs  of  citizens 
chants.  A trade  too,  which  woiS^ffi 
a great  meafure  ceafe  with  the  waiNbe- 
tween  France  and  England.  If  it  e- 
ver  fhould  be  confiftent  with  good  poli- 
cy to  attempt  affording  this  branch  of 
(our  commerce  any  proteAion  beyond 
that  which  it  receives  at  this  time  ; it 
.was  in  this  fituation  ot  our  country  a 
■phyfical  impoflibility.  To  engage  in 
any  conteft  to  which  the  refources  of 
I our  country  were  fo  incompetent, >vould 
bean  evidence  rather  of  madnel's  than 
courage.  It  was  no  difgrace  to  our 
country  to  be  at  this  time  incapable 
of  waging  a commercial  .yar^itli 
Great  Britain,  nor  was  therc\!i  ll^knw 
of  juflice  or  reafon,  in  clia»giW  *fo>, 
alTcrting  this  incapacity,  with>Jly  pVro' 
tiality  for  England,  unlefs  the  opinion 
which  we  had  been  hardy  enough  to 
pronounce,  that  fix  American  frigates 
were  not  a match  for  eight  hundred 
Britifh  [hips  of  war,  could  be  coii- 

ftrued  as  a proof  of  fuch  partiality 

That  love  of  country,  which  prompts 
the  glorious  facnfice  both  of  life  and 
fortune,  would  prove  a curfe  inftead  of 
a bleiBng,  uiilels  accompanied  by  the 
judgment  at  all  times  to  pi 
true  iiuerefts,  and  to  eftima 
our  capacity  to  affert  and  main 
I Another  objeAion  to  the 
meafure  was,  that  it  could  not,  at  one 
and  the  fame  time,  be  confidered,  as 
fome  called  it,  “ taking  llrong  ground, 
and  fuch  as  would  tend  to  coerce  Great 
Britain,’' and  others  faid,  “ taking  fuch 
a p'acifick  Rep  as  could  give  her  no  of- 
fence.” It  mull  be  cither  the  one  or  the 
other.  If  the  firft,  its  ruinous  tenden- 
|cy,  we  thought,  had  bcetr  iDj 
jdemonftrated.  In  the  laft  its 
I to  cure  the  evils  complained  of,  mTHl 
be  maiiH'eft,  It  was  affcrted  that  G. 

; Britain  could  be  coerced  only  by  llrong 
'meafures;  and  all  we  aiked  was,  that 
! thofe  who  propofed  them,  would  prove 
to  us  the  policy  and  power  of  ufing 
them  at  this  time,  and  the  capacity  of 
the  country  to  perfevere  in  them.  We 
conceived  it  a fufficient  anfwer  to  all 
the  arguments  ufed  on  thefe  points,  to 
remind  gentlemen  of  the  diffeieiice 
between  fix  frigates,  or  twenty  if  they 
pleafcd,  and  eight  hundred  (hips  of  war  ; 
and  of  the  magnitude  of  the  facnfice, 
which  we  were  called  upon  to  hazard, 
compared  with  the  objeA  for  which  it 
was  to  be  made.  To  the  argument  ur- 
ged in  favour  of  doing  fomething  at 
this  time,  wc  anl'wered  that  our  minifter 
at  London  was  engaged  .at  this  very 
time  in  difculfing  our  differences  with 
that  court,  and  that  he  had  given  us 
reafon  to  hope  that  he  fhould  amicably 
adjuft  them  ; that  if  any  reliance  could 
he  placed  in  this  afTiirance,  it  would  be 
premature  to,  do  any  thing  whilft  this 
negociation  was  depending.  If  Eng- 
land was  difpofed  to  go  to  war,  this 
meafure,  before  it  could  be  brou^Hu 
upon  her,  might  enable  her  to  do  us  iir-. 
calculable  milchief,  by  the  capture  oT 
our  vefrel'',  and  perhaps  the  plunder  of 
our  feaport  towns.  On  the  contrary, 
if  llie  was  inclined  to  peace,  any  evi- 
dence of  holii'ity  on  our  part,  might 
retard,  bnt  could  not  pofiihly  acceler- 
ate it.  Unlefs  indeed  we  could  pre- 
fume  that  Ihe  feared  u.s,  which, 


te.'ly  impcffible  tlu-.;  fhe  coiiU  do. — 1 this  Libj-;:! 
Whatever  inipreiTi-ni  we  iiilght  hive 
made  upon  her  'at  the  firll  of  the  refliiiii 
by  the  propofed  mcaroi't,  (he  could  not 
now  'oe  made  to  believe  that  we  would 
perlevere  in  tliis,  or  any  other  meafure 
adopted  oftciifiuiy  to  coerce  her,  after 
knowing  that  a power,  which  had  inju- 
red ansi  infoited  113  full  as  much  in  pro- 
portion to  her  ability  to  do  it,  as  Grea: 

Britain  had  done,  and  been  treated  in 
the  manner  in  which  we  liavc  treated 
Spain.  After  aA-ing,  apparently  at 
leall,  fo  piilillanimonfly  towards  that| 
nation,  nothing  left  llian  an  aAual  decia-l'‘ 
ration  of  war,  could  make  Great  Britain  [“ 
believe  us  in  earnell  in  any  attempt  to,“ 
force  her  into  a compliaiic|l,wi*li  4101 
wiihes.  Wc  had  deprived  ^rf.' 
credibility  on  tills  point,  and 


thofe  which  f.t 


had  communicated,  they  ought  to  foim 
the  fubjeA  of  aiiotbcr  confulential  msl- 
fage.  And  that  If  this  feherne  lor 
appropriating  two  millions  towards  .in 
ohjeA  not  fpccifled,  was  Ins,  it  was  in 
direA  contradiAion  to  priiic.ple,  which 
he  himfelf  had  recommended  -and  eiiior- 
ced  in  one  of  his  meiVages.  In  his 
mellage  to  the  ftventh  congtifs,  i.e 
fays — “ in  our  care  ton,  of  the  piihlick 
“ contribution  intriifled  to  our  direAi- 
00,  it  would  be  prudent  to  multiply 
barriers  againfl  their  diflipation  by 
appropriating  fpecific  fums,  to  every 
I'pecific  purpofe  fufccptihlc  of  dcfiiii- 
iiitioii;  by  difallowing  all  applica- 
C'.'.ti'uis  of  money,  varying  from  the 
appropriation  in  objeA,  or  trani'teii- 
ding  it  in  amount  ; bv  reducing  the

teii  confidently — if  the  outrages  of 
Spain  had  been  met  with  the  fame  fpi- 
rit  of  jull  indignation  as  thofe  of  Bri-I 
tain,  there  might,  perhaps  have  been 
fome  probability  of  accellerating  the 
attainment  of  our  objeA,  tlKlafl 

power,  by  the  propofed  mBjure^ven 
admitting  that  this  was  the  i^^ve 

of  Its  adoption.  But  when  great  ift- 
tain  knew  (as  Ihe  certainly  would  do 
from  her  minifter  here,  who  had  our  fe- 
cret  almoft  as  foon  as  we  had  it  our- 
feves)  that  wc  had  aAed,  to  all  appear- 
ances atle.fi,  a daftarilly  part  towards 
Spain,  or  rather  France,  file  would  not, 
fhe  could  not  believe  ns  capable  of  a- 
ny  other  coiiduA  towards  her. 

The  veil,  which  has  heretofore  con- 
cealed this  part  of  our  proceedings  from 
the  public  eye,  is  at  length  removed, 
and  I haften  to  exhibit  a concife  fiate- 
ment  of  that  tranfaAion,  before  that 
tribunal,  whofe  right  finally  to  decide 
all  quefiions  of  national  im|At,^Jiope 
will  never  be  Infringed.  AruJ^Bcom- 
mencement  of  the  prefent 
prefident  fctit  us  two  melTages,  the  one 
publick,  the  other  confidential.  The 
firfi  breathing  a fpirit  of  jirfi  indignation 
at  our  wrongs  and  a dctermin.vlion  to 
purfue  all  proper  means  to  redrefs  them  ; 
the  other  certainly  not  contradictory  to 
the  firfi.  The  public  melTage  recom- 
mending decifive  meafnies,  particularly 
towards  Spain,  with  whom  our  nego- 
ciation had  failed,  and  who  had  injured 
us  as  much  to  the  extent  of  her  power 
as  Great  Britain.  The  priv^U  m^age, 
upon  which  the  majority  i^KieKoufc 
has  determined,  much  to  n^By|?^,»to 
continue  the  injunAioli  of  fecrccy,  con- 
tained no  feiiiiments  in  opgolition  to 
the  publick  one.  A committee  appoin- 
ted on  this  raeffage,  brought  in  a report, 
expreffive  of  fentiments  r.onrentaneous 
to  thofe  in  the  firfi,  and  confequeinly 
not  hofiile  to  thofe  in  the  lafi  melfagc. 
This  report  recommended  it  to  congrefs, 
to  authoril'e  the  prefident  to  raife  cer- 
tain troops,  the  number  of  which  was 
intended  to  be  four  thoufailk  '^he 
purpofe  of  Vepelling  and  pu^BUi^iny 
aggrefUons  on  our  frontiers, 
been  violated,  and  were  threatened  with 
invafion  for  fcvcral  months  previous  to 
the  battle  of  Trafalgar,  the  iffue  of 
which  compelled  Spain  to  tufn  her  at- 
tention to  another  quarter.  Another 
objeA  for  which  this  force  was  dcligned, 
was  the  defence  and  proteAion  of  our 
lately  acquired  territory,  which  was  and 
dill  IS,  entirely  defiitute  of  defence,  and 
fevcral  hundred  miles  difiant  ^i^m  the 
neareft  weftern  ftate.  No  offlUki^x- 
pedition  againfl  the  FloridaS,!^fo?|k; 
have  falfely  afferted,  was  cither  wifhed 
or  intended  by  any  of  the  friends  of 
this  report,  as  far  as  I heard  or  undcr- 
ftood  the  fentiments.  Nothing  was 
more  remote  from  our  willies  than  war, 
either  with  Spain  or  England.  A large 
majority  of  the  houfe  rcjeAed  this  re- 
port. In  this  infiance  I was  in  the  mi- 
nority. A refolution  which  had  been 
previoufly  laid  on  the  table,  (after  be- 
ing rejecled  by  the  committee  who 
brought  in  the  report)  was  then  offered 
to  the  houfe  by  one  of  the  majority. 
This  refolution  propofed  to  appropriate 
two  millions  of  dollars,  ofienlibly  for 
the  vague  purpofe  of  defraying  any  ex- 
traordinary expenfes  which  might  be  in- 
curred in  our  intercourfe  with  foreign 
nation;,  but  afferted  to  be  in  reality  for 
the  purchafe  of  the  Floridas.  Italfo 
authoril'cd  the  prefident  to  borrow 
the  money  at  fix  per  cent,  ^kho^  fix- 
ing any  time  or  fund  for  ■J^Otop- 
tion  of  the  debt ; and  propo^^o  ^n- 
linue  the  additional  duty  of  two  and  a 
half  per  cent,  on  imports,  commonly 
called  the  Mediterranean  fund,  which 
fund,  the  lawcreating  it|declared  fhould 
ceafe  with  the  Tripolitan  war.  IVe 
propofed  to  fpecify  the  objcA,  and  to 
limit  the  fum.  The  fpecification  was 
agreed  to,  fifty-eight  voting  againfl  it  ; 
and  the  debt  to  be  incurred,  made  re- 
deemable at  will  : but  the  limitation 
was  rejeAed,  and  even  the  fpecification 
itfelf  afterwards  ftruck  out  in  the  hill. 
Amongft  the  arguments  uiged  to  jufii- 
fy  the  meafure  finally  adopiedj^iL  was 
faid  thefe  were  the  fecret  wifiies  the 
prefident.  To  this  we  anfwcred,  that 
although  we  were  difpofed  to  treat  with 
refpeA  the  opinions  of  the  prefident 
when  officially  communicated,  vet  even 
then  we  did  not  conceive  ourfelves  under 
any  obligation  to  adopt  them.  We 
coiifider  ourfelves  as  the  reprefentatl  ves 
of  a free  and  independent  people,  w'ho 
Cent  us  here  to  be  governed,  nqi  by  men, 
but  by  principles  ; and  to  yield  obedi! 
dice  to  nothing  but  the  coiiviAions  of 
our  own  deliberate  judgment.  Tiiar

“ thereby  circuml'cribing  ui'.cretionary

“ cious,  and  uniform.” — How  far  this 
bill,  appi  ojirlating  two  millions  of  dol- 
lars towards  an  objeA  not  fpecified,  and 
giving  at  the  fame  time  a dil'crctionaTy 
power  to  exceed  that  ap]jropkilltion» 
conforms  to  the  excellent  and  truly  rek-* 
publican  c’loArine  contained  in  the  above 
extraA,  I Ihall  leave  the  publick  to 
judge. 

Amongft  other  arguments  in  favour 
of  fpecification,  I ninft  admit  the  foL 
lowing — that,  if  this  bnfinefs  was  to  be 
kept  fecret,  (and  a llrong  effort  was 
made  to  the  very  Lsfi  to  conceal  it)  fpe- 
cilying  the  objeA  to  the  appropriatio 
could  do  no  poffihle  injury— whilft  it 
would  fix  the  the  rerponllbility  on  the 
prefident,  where  it  ought  to  be.  That 
altho’.  wc  had  no  doubt  of  the  dii'pofi- 
tion  of  that  officer,  to  apply  the  money 
in  the  way  intended,  yet  tliat  law  and 
confidence  was,  and  ought  to  be  the 
rule  in  all  praAible  cafes,  under  which 
we  fhould  aA  towards  him.  The  right 
to  make  appropriations  of  mone^  in  fc- 
cret,  wasalfo  denied,  as  a.  praAlfe  Ipal- 
culated  to  defiroy  one  of  the  m^ft  effi- 
cient cliecks,  which  tl>e  people  have  o- 
ver  tlieir  reprefciitatives.  But  the  ob- 
jeAion which  appeared  to  us  mod  impor- 
tant, and  indeed  infnperable,  was  the 
apparant  difgrace  of  tlie  propofed  mea- 
fure. For  whatever  might  be  faid,  ref- 
peAing  the  policy  of  acquiring  the 
Floridas,  the  advantage  of  which  wc 
did  not  pretend  to  deny — yet  the  appro- 
priation ot  money  to  liny  them,  under 
cxifting  circii.iiftances,  mud,  and  would 
be  conlidered  in  the  higheft  degree  pu- 
fiilanimoos  and  difgaceful.  The  true 
motives  of  thofe  gentlemen  who  were 
in  favour  of  piirchafing  the  Floridas, 
however  pure  they  might  be,  could  not 
be  kno'wn  abroad,  but  would  be  inferred 
Irom  the  known  faAs.  Thele  fa-As 
mull  inevitably  produce  an  unfavoura- 
ble inference  ; whether  it  "was  true  or 
not,  and  the  confequence  to  our  coun- 
try, Would  be  fatal  from  this  copclufion, 
altliougbit  might  happen  to  he  falfe,  a* 
it  was  fairly  deducible  from  the  true 
motives  of  thofe  who  fupported  this 
meafure.  For.  it  had  frequently  been 
declared  on  the  floor  of  congrefs,  and 
none  had  denied  it — that  France  had 
th  eatened  us  with  war,  if  we  came  to 
a rupture  with  Spain — That  Spa 
not  averfe  to  an  accommodation 
differences,  but  that  France  woulcl 
fuffer  her  to  make  it,  unlefs  money  was 
ufed  as  the  means  of  propitiation.  TUat 
France  nad  intimated  her  willingnefs  to 
interfere  upon  this  condition,  and  had 
given  us  affurances  that  Spain  Ihould  do 
what  we  wilhed  on  thefe  terms.  Un- 
der thefe  circumfianccs  we  contended, 
that  whether  gentlemen  were  govern- 
ed by  fear  of  France;  really  preferred 
purchafing  the  Floridas  to  an  exchange 
of  territory,  (which  was  the  only  thing 
we  could  coalent  to  propofe  to  Spain) 
if  money  was  thus  appropriated  it  would 
and  muft  be  unJerftooH,  not  only  bf 
France,  bnt  by  the  world,  as  the'^FcA 
jf  intimidation-.-and  that  the 
ry  confequence  of  fuch  a belief 
muft  be  the  entire  proftration 
national  charaAer.  The  day  after  tnis 
bill  p^tlTcd  which  was  on  the  I6th  of 
January,  difpatches  from  our  minifter 
at  London  were  feiu  to  us,  which 
had  been,  received  before  Chrill- 
mas.  Tliefe  difpatches  fevcral  mem- 
bers dcAare J would  have  changed  their 
vote,  it  they  had  feen  them  in  time— - 
whilft  others  affirmed  tliat  they  ferved 
to  confirm  them  in  the  propriety  of 
theirs 

From  the  above  ftatement,  it  muft; 
pear  evident  what  connexion  our 
clave  tranlaAIons  (winch  were  all  knn 
to  two  at  lead  of  tlie  foreign  minifte 
here,  notwithllanding  the  injuiiAioii  of 
fecrefy)  had  with  our  prooeedings  to- 
wardsGreat  Britain.  The  inf.ilts  and 
the  injuries  ot  Spain,  were  to  he  met 
with  money-.a'pparentl)--if  not  In  rcj 
ality,  given  to  France,  to  purchafe  her 
mediation.  The  inl'uUs  and  injures  of 
CJicat  Britain,  by  commercial  reftric- 
tions,  calculated  as  we  thought  our- 
lelves  jnflified  in  believing,  (if  Mr. 
Pitt  had  lived)  to  produce  at  lead  an 
*!Tff'"‘*''ation  of  thole  iiiftil's  and  inju- 
ries--if  not  war.  ReftriAions  too, 
which  in  tlieir  operations  at  home. 
Would  amount  as  we  believed,  al  .mil 
to  a total  facnfice  nf  the  agricultural, 
to  tlte  commercial  intereft  of  onr  coun- 
try. L^nifoniiity  and  confiftency  of 
conduA  towards  both  nations,  were  ne- 
celfary  in  order  to  produce  ai.y  . ffcA  up- 
on either.  If  the  coercion  of  Great

When  the  Britilli  and  French  com- 
menced a war  agaiiill  'e.ich  otlier  in 
North  -America,  the  North- Wellern 
Indians  joined  the  French,  and  ’ 
of  the  fix  nations  joined  the  Britifii. 
.V!y  knowledge  of  the  aQions  that 
were  fought  between  them,  is  deri- 
ved from  the  old  Indians  that  I have 
converfed  with  on  that  I’ubjccf,  and 
is  not  to  be  relied  on.  ' 

After  the  Briiifli  got  pofleliion  of 
this  country  front'  the  Frendi,  a 
'I'awway  chief,  by  fhe  name  of  Pon- 
taock,  renewed  the  war  againft  the 
Briiifli,  and  took  all  i!ie  polls  that 
were  occupied  by  them  on  the  lakes 
and  their  waters,  in  one  d.iv,  (De- 
troit excepted,)  by  ftraiagcia.

Genl.  Crawford  at  Sendulky,  wer| 
tlie  Wyandots,  Delawares,  Sha- 
wanees,  and  a few  of  the  iix  nati- 
ons, or  Senacas — Pottowottomiv.s 
and  Oitoway.',  faid  to  be  800  in 
number.  1 never  heard  who  com- 
manded them.  As  the  Indians  al- 
ways keep  the  number  of  their  killed 
and  wounded  as  much  fecret  as  pof- 
fible,  I Hull  not  undertake  to  lav 
what  number  were  killed  and  woun- 
ded at  either  of  the  a6lions  above 
mentioned. 

Bowman’s  campaign  was  againft 
the  Shawanees,  on  the  Little  Mi- 
ami River.  I am  not  acquainted 
with  any  of  the  particulars  of  the 
adlion  that  took  place  betw^Ahim 
and  Indians  ; alfo  my  kno^Qp^ 
the  different  campaigns  carried  ^a- 
gainft  the  Shawanees,  d#"*l^ad 
River  and  Big  IVIiami,  by  Gcnl. 
Clarks,  is  not  to  be  depended  on. 

When  Genl.  Harmer  arrived  at 
the  Miami  'Town,  he  fent  Col.  John 
Harden  in  fearch  of  the  Indians, 
with  a body  of  men,  when  he  met 
300  Miamies,  on  the  head  of  Eel 
River,  commanded  by  the  celebra- 
ted Miami  chief,  the  Little  'Tur- 
tle— a-n  atSlion  took  place — the 
Whites  were  defeated — the  Indians 
had  one  man  killed  and  two  wound- 
ed— the  Indians  that  fought  the 
troops  under  the  command  of  Col. 
Harden,  in  the  Miami  town,  were 
the  300  above  mentioned,  command- 
ed by  the  fame  chief.  Alfo  a body 
of  500  Indians,  compofed  of  Slia- 
wances,  Delawares,  Chippeways, 
Poitowottomies  and  Ottoways*— the 
Shawanees  were  commanded  by 
their  own  chief,  Blue  Jacketf-  the 
Delawares  by  Buckingeheles — the 
Oitoways  and  Chip|¥:wavs,  by  A- 
gafliowah,  an  Ottowav  chief.  'The 
Indians  fay  they  had  15  killed,  and 

s cam- 
paign was  agaiiut  tne  U eas  Town, 
on  the  TYabafh,  where  he  met  with 
little  or  no  oppolition  ; as  tlie  war- 


they  had  between  40  and  50 
killed,  and  upwards  of  lOO  wound- 
ed; a number  of  whom  died, 

'This  was  the  feverell  blow  I ever 
knew  live  Indians  to  receive  from 
the  Whites.  Tlie  Indians  that 
fought  Clenl.  V/ayne  thj  20th  ot 
Augull,  1794,  weieananny  of  800, 
made  up  of  VV'yaiidots,  Chippeways, 
Ottowavs,  Dclev.Mies,  Shawaii- 
ees,  Miammies  and  Pottowoito- 
mies,  wiili  a number  of  white  tia- 
ders  from  Detroit. 

1 he  Indians  were  governed  by 
Britidi  influence,  and  had  no  com- 
mander of  their  own  ; confequently 
they  made  b'jt  little  refiftance.  It’s 
laid  they  had  20  killed,  ana  15  woun- 
ded. 1 his  battle  was  wliat  may  'oe 
called  the  fiailliing  blow  ; as  no  ac- 
tion of  coiiftqueiiee  has  taken  place 
between  the  Whites  and  Indians 
lince  that  time. 

'There  was  no  feparate  caufe  for 
each  campaign  of  the  Indians  againft 
the  Whites,  'The  war  that  began 
in  1774)  which  was  caufed  by  the 
ill  treatment  the  Indians  received 
of  from  the  Whites,  on  the  frontiers  of 
the  vihite  Icttlement,  was  continu- 
ed by  the  Indians,  owing  to  the 
great  influence  the  Britifli  had  among 
them.  This  influence  was  kept  up 
by  the  hrge  fupplies  of  arms  and 
ammnniton  the  Indians  received 
from  the  Britilh  government  every 
year.  Fom  this  it  is  evideiic,  that 
it  the  I-.iiced  States  had  have  j^ot- 
ten  pollffion  of  tlie  polls  o^t^ie 
lakes,  tht  the  Britilh  goveriim'tnt 
agreed  ttdeliver  up  to  them  in  178^, 
there  wuld  have  been  no  Indian 
war  afte  that  time.
